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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 24-52, drawn to a composition free of alcohol, comprising hydrofluoro- 
ether component, classified in class 252, subclass 364. 

II. Claims 53-55 method for solubilizing an alcohol-free perfume concentrate, drawn 
to 438, classified in class 423, subclass 658.5. 

III. Claims 56-7, drawn to an alcohol-free perfume composition, classified in class 
512, subclass 1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions III and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because hydrofluoroether component can be any other component than the one listed in 
claim 56. The subcombination has separate utility such as a reaction mixture for performing 
reactions involving hydrofluoro ether and polyacid ester reagents. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 
See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Inventions I, III and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
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as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the product of Group I can be used for synthesis involving 
indicated reagents, and the product of Group III can be used for changing chemical composition 
of a perfume by adding traces of indicated chemicals, rather than for solubilizing perfume 
concentrate, for which comparative amounts of the additives are required. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

2. A telephone call was made to Christopher W. Brody on 01/23/07 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37

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currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).
